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Yelterday the Right Hon, Thomas Grenville, late 
his Majefty’s Minifter at the Coart of Berlin, arrived at 
the Secretary of States office ; and alfo Mr Vick, the 
Meffenger, with difpatches. 

We are ftill, however; without any mails from Ger- 
many, papers from France, or any kind of information 
that can at all enable us to remove the obfcurity which 
pervades all the details recently received refpecting the 
Auttro-Ruflian army in Switzerland and the neighbour- 
ing territories. Maffena’s letter, in which he defcribes 
the vaft extent of his late fucceifes, is very obfcurely 
worded in many particulars, and in none more fo than 
in the part which relates to the fituation of Suwarrow. 
—lIt is pretty evident that the Ruflian veteran had not 
fo late as the gth been completely defeated in any ge- 
neral engagement ; but it is no lefs certain that he had 
fultained fome very defperate conflicts in the valley of 
Mutten, from which confined pofition General Maffe- 
na, whofe great object was to bring him to an open 
combat, was incapable of drawing him forth. Suwar- 
row thus faved himfelf by his prudence, from that de- 
{truétion which for a time appeared to await him; and 
by retreating precipitately through a country, in its na- 
ture moft dreadful at this feafon of the year, brought a- 
way his army, though certainly not without confiderable 
lofs. In the horrible defiles though which he had to 
pafs, this became an inevitable confequence. 

Suwarrow having retired into'the Grifons probably 
purfued his march into the Vorarlberg, in order to ap- 
proach the Imperial army, which had been colle&ed 
from the remains of the corps of Hotze and Korfakow, 
and reinforced by that of Condey and other freth troops, 
under the command of the latter General, who had in 
fact repafled the Rhine to fapporethe intrepid veteran ; 
but the activity of Maffena appears to have foon over- 
taken the operations of Kerlshow, whom he again de- 
feated, and compelled once more to retire over the 
Rhine. This affair feems to have been of a very defpe 
rate defcription. Koifakow is ftated to have loft feve- 
ral thoufand men ; and it is not improbable that it. was 
the confufing his‘name with that of Suwarrow, whofe 
army he was about 'to fuccour, that occafioned the error 
on the telegraphic communication of the complete defeat 
of the Rufhans. 

The following inftance of bravery is mentioned in 
private letters from Holland, refpecting the condu@ of 
Mr Obrie, in the action of the 19th ult. near Wincle : 
Mr Obrie .was a volunteer in the 56th regiment, and 
{tepped out and volunteered the attack of a bridge, on 
the other fide of which was afix pounder, After crof 
fing it, the gun was turned again{t the enemy, who re- 
treated. Having fucceeded in taking the gun, he per- 
cetved on the fide of a wood two pair of colours, which 
the enemy were rolling up. Mr Obrie, without an in- 
{tant’s detay, rufhed into the wood, and with anly 26 
men took prifoners a Colonel and 200 men, with two 
pair of colours, which colours are given by his Royal 
Hiyhnefs to the 56th regiment, who ordered Mr Obrie 
to prefent them to the regiment. Mr Obrie, who dif- 
tinguithed himfelf with fo much gallantry on this occa- 
fiony volunteered with three more officers, and 200 
men, from the Loyal Tarbert Fencibles, raifed and 
commanded by Colonel Sir Edward-Leflie, Bart.

The hopes that were held out in my letter of yefter- 
day, I have the pleafure to fay, are tully realized this 
day by the arrivat of the fecond Spanith frigate, which 
anchored in the Sound about one o’clock P.M. She 
is called the St Brigida, of 42 guns and 320 men, from 
the Havannah, bound to Ferro! ; and has on board a 
great quantity of cochineal, ivory, fugar, coffee, and 
cocoa, and between two and three million of dollars.— 
, She was captured on the 17th inftant, juft as fhe was 
entering the port of her deftination, by his Majefty’s 
thips Triton, of 32 gnns, Captain Gore; Naiad, of 
32 guns, Captain Pierrepont; and Alcmene, of 32 
guns, Captain Digby. She was firft chafed by the two 
latter thips from the 16th, when they firlt difcovered 
her, until the day following. when the Triton hove in 
fight, which being a very falt failer, and joining in the 
chace, by the united efforts of the three fhips the was 
very fortunately prevented from efcaping. The Triton 
was the firft to pet along fide, and, it was faid, was then 
fo near the (hore tat fhe {truck on the rocks, and was 
aground for fome confiderable time ; it is alfo reported 
that fhe engaged the Naiad near two hours, during 
which time both had men killed and wounded, but the 
number is not {tated on either fide. The confufion on 
board is fo great, that it is with much difficulty any 
particulars can be obtained, The St Brigida has loft 
her fore-topmait, and is otherwife damaged in her bull, 
mafts, and rigging ; the Triton, Naiad, and Alcmene 
are arrived with the prize, 

The Triton and Ethalion frigates were ctuizirig in 
concert, and feparated only about feven hours before the 
later fhip fell in with El Thetis, on the 16th, fo that 
it is expected the Triton will fhare in both prizes. — 
Thefe frigates being very faft failers, mult have contri- 
buted very much to prevent the efeape of the Spaniards. 
It is much doubted, whether both would have been 
captured, but for their afliftance, as the Alcmene and 
Naiad were chacing both on the 16th, when the Ethalion 
fift difcovered them, and by paffing the Brigida, which 
was the dulleft failer of the two, prevented the efcape of 
EI!

On the contrary,*they ftate, that at the 
time the vefiel failed, he had not been releafed by the 
Yrench, who intended to fend him to Paris. We mutt 
for the prefent avoid mentiowiog the circumftances con- 
nected with the reported detention of General Don, 
and the more fo, fas we hope it will turn out he has re- 
turned to the army, as formerly reported, and that the 


prefent accounts refpecting -that-officer are founded on 
fome miftake. 

The embarkation of oir troops had commenced 
when the Hawke failed. The artillery was embarked 
that day ; it was intended to begin the embarkation of 
the cavalry on the following, (Monday laft) ; and mat- 
ters in general were in fuch order, that the whole army 
was expected to be fafely thipped in a few days; we 
may therefore indulge in the pleafing hape, ,that, in a 
fhort period, the furvivors from this expedition will 
foon have the power of fatisfying their relatives of 
their individual fafety. 

Private accounts mention the fufpenfion of arms that 
had been agreed on in Holland, but fate the terms 
differeatly from what has beea avowed on this fide the 
water. This does not furprize us. Few in the army 
would be allowed to know any thing of the matter. 
The report among the troops was. merely that a regular 
exchange of ptiioners was to be fettled between the 


/ armies. 


The reai terms, however, come to be better known 
every day, and in a fhort time the public will probably 
become tully acquainted with a fufficient number of the 
particulars to enable them to divine the reft without a 
poflibility of being miftaken.—The propofal of a general 


| exchange of prifoners made in Holland, by either party, 


naturally involved the crews of the Dutch hips of war, 
which the French infifted on having reftored, fince they 
could only be confidered by them on the fame footing 
as the prifoners taken in the aétions on land; they were 
not furrendered to the Srapriotper by Admiral 
Srory, though Admiral Mircutce took poffeffion of 
them in the name of that Prince 5 they were furrender- 
ed as prifoners of war, and as fuch the French have 
claimed them. But it would have been an act of per- 
fidy to have rendered thefe men up to their enraged 
countrymen, who might have put many of them to 
death ; it was therefore agreed, pot that they fhould 
be delivered up, but that an equal number of French 
prifoners now in England fhould be reftored. ‘This 
number, we underitand, has been alcertained to be a- 
bout 8000 men, among whom are of courfe included, 
Admiral Srory (not pe Winter) and all the offi- 
cers. The French attempted to have the fhips, as 
well as the fort of Heldcr, &c. reftored in the ftate 
in which ,they were found ; but this, we under{tand, 
was politively refufed.
